It. was announced. last night that 
George A; Hearn, the Fourteenth Street 
ary goods merchant, has given $100,000 in 
cash to the politan Museum of Art 
in memory of son, the late Arthur 
Hoppock Hearn. The income is to be 
used in the encouragement of the art of 
painting in the United States. Mr. Hearn 
also gives a portrait of his eon and other 
paintings by e¢minent artists to the 

seum. Mr, Hearn named the terms 
his gift Ina letter written yesterday to 
the Trustees of the museum, who ac- 
cepted. it-with a vote of thanks and 
asked that he allow the Trustees to have 
his portrait painted in order that it may 
be placed with his collection in the mu- 
seum. 

Mr. Hearn’s letter to Robert W. de 
Forest, Vice President’ of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, read:

4, when three-year-old Salvatore, the 
Buffas’ youngest child, was stolen. Since 
then the nights had been nights of sieep- 
lessness and the days, days of worry over 
the missing youngster, for the mails 
eee many notes from the kidnappers 

in “which would be a cufl, @ bit of red 
gingham . dress ‘which Salvatore wore 
when he was taken away, or the saint's 
image which had been tied around the 
little chap’s neck to protect. him from 
evil. The boy would be returned, cut in 
pieces, said the letters, if Buffa did not 
pay $10,000 rensom’ and Buffa. could not 
pay. 

But.last night the father smiled and the 
mother's face beamed as they greeted 
their guests, for in her arms Mrs. Buffa 
held Salvatore blinking at the bright 
lights and nodding his curly head as 
sleepiness almost overcame him. Finally 
the youngster’s eyes closed and then the 
mother tucked him'into bed and returned 
to the circle of friends to exclaim over 
and over again in corroboration of her 
husband that they knew not how Salva- 
tore had been returned; that they -had 
Paid no ransom, and that his recovéry 
must have been the will of the saints for 
which they were devoutly thankful. It 
was impossible to doubt them, though the 
police cannot understand why the kidnap- 
pers suddenly should have determined to 
return the child they had kept more than 
a month, 

It was 8:30 o'clock on last. Saturday 
night that Salvatore was found. Then « 
policeman saw the youngster, dressed in 
@ pair of blue jumpers, sucking a thumb 
near the corner of Broadway and Halsey 
Street, Brooklyn. Crowds of persons were 
brushing past him, and the little: chap 
stood still, gazing in wonder at the lights 
and the crowds. -Obviously he was lost, 
and the policeman took him to the Ham- 
burg Avenue Station, There Salvatore 
couldn't even tell hig name. Hé cannot 
speak Eaglish, and when questiofed in 
Italian seemed unable to give sensible 
answers. 

So the youngster was sent to the Brook- 
lyn Children's Society, and Lieut. Vach- 
ris, head of the Italian Bureau in Man- 
hattan Police Headquarters, was notified 
that a little Italian boy had been found, 
Vachris visited the Children’s Society tm- 
mediately, and thought he recognized 
Salvatore. He was not sute, however,’ so 
yesterday he took Buffa to the Children’s 
Society. 

At the sight of his father the littie boy 
ran joyfully to him, springing into his 
arms, hugging and kissing him, and cry- 
ing that he was so giad to get back. ‘Lhen 
the father questioned him. The youngster 
could tell little of what had happened to 
him,. but what he 4id tell proved enough 
to start Lieut.

|More Than a Quart Transfused 


Into the Veins of Mrs. Lea 
as Death Seems Near. 


HE FAINTS AFTER ORDEAL 


Wife Now Is Likely to Recover, How- 
ever, and He ts Gaining Strength 
from That Knowledge.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Luke Les, 
the 30-year-old Senator from Tennessee, 
yesterday had to give a quart of his blood 
to save the life of his wife, who has been 
in bad health for a long time. Since an 
operation on Saturday she gradually de- 
clined, until on Sunday the officials of 
Georgetown University Hospital deaided 
that transfusion of blood was necessary 
to prevent her sinkliig. 

There was no question as to where the 
dlood would come from. The youthful 
Senator is over six feet tall, a college 
athlete of not many years ago, and of a 
high color that shows his health: He in- 
sisted that his blood should be used, and 
it was decided that if tests showed that 
it would fuse with Mrs, Lea's, hé would 
be operated on for the purpose. Before 
the tests could be completed, Mrs. Lea’s 
condition was pronounced go serious that 
longer delay could not be risked, and it 
was decided to attempt transfusion, 
whether the two kinds of biood would 
mingle or not. The tube connecting the 
Senator’s arteries with his wife's veins 
had just been inserted when -word came 
from the laboratory that fusion was pos- 
sible, and the operation ihen went on. 

The transfusion continued for about an 
hour and a-half. The patiehit responded 
to the treatment from the first. Grad- 
ually the color was restored to her lips 
and cheeks.

‘ersons gh 3 in the same house, it was 
said last night, said he had not been in 
his room much of late. For the last two 
weeks the neighbors had scarcely seen 
him, It was sald there that he had lost 
money by the failure of the Carnegie 
Trust Company, and-had talked much of 
his loss and aes queerly. 

He ftiad planhed the crime of yesterday 
and turned it over in his mind many 
times, as was shown by letters he had 
written and placed in the pocket of his 
coat. In one addressed to the Coroner 
he said he had thought it all out and had 
resolved to take his life. 

Coroner’s Physician Lehane found an- 
other letter, sealed and stamped for mail- 
ing. At the top was written, “ For My 
Sister,” and. below it the name, “Mrs. 
Pauline Ney, 444 Edst Bighty-eighth 
Street.’’ This letter Dr. Lehane gave to‘a 
postman to be.seht through the regular 
channels. It was delivered to Mrs. Ney at 
the Ejighty-eighth Street address last 
night at 8 o'clock, but she refused to 
make any statement and would not ‘even 
open it at that time. She said that she 
knew no reason for Berger's deed.
